SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Friday, May 9th, 2014, my partner (Officer Rosales #115) and | (Officer 
Anderson #127) were working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the 
Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 
6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 465-0122. We were 
assigned to the Bicycle Patrol team as Boy-6. 


INVESTIGATION: 


On the above date at approximately 1505 hours we were conducting routine 
patrol in the 6700 block of Hollywood Boulevard. We observed two male 
Hispanic adults (Later identified as Juarez, Dominic R. DOB: 10/12/71 and Perez, 
Jorge Luis 07/04/89) standing on the sidewalk next to the business “First 
Hollywood National Bank”, located at 6701 Hollywood Boulevard. Perez was 
holding what appeared to be a blue and silver aluminum can resembling a “Bud 
Light” alcoholic beverage in his left hand. Juarez recovered the aluminum can 
from Perez’s left hand, placed it to his lips / mouth, tilted his head back and 
took a drink. Juarez then handed the aluminum can back to Perez. Perez then 
placed the aluminum can to his lips / mouth, tilted his head back and took a 
drink. Perez then placed the aluminum can on top of a nearby phone booth. 


We decided to make contact with Perez and Juarez to verify if they were 
drinking an alcoholic beverage in public. Upon making contact with Perez and 
Juarez | noticed the blue and silver aluminum can that he placed on top of the 
phone booth was a 25 OZ. “Bud Light” alcoholic beverage (4.2 % Alcohol by 
Volume). | recovered the “Bud Light” from the phone booth which was 
approximately */4 full and cold to the touch. While holding the “Bud Light”, | 
asked Juarez if he drank from the “Bud Light can | was holding. Juarez replied, “ 
Yes | did.” | asked Perez why he was drinking in public again, especially after |

just arrested him for drinking a “Bud Light” alcoholic beverage in public just 
yesterday. Perez replied, “| know man.” 


ARREST: 


We advised Perez and Juarez that we were placing them under “Private 
Person’s Arrest”, as per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To 
Arrest / see-attached form) for 41.27 (c) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking 
in Public). Perez and Juarez were then handcuffed (adjusted /double locked for 
safety and comfort) without incident. We walked Perez and Juarez to the BID 
Office which was less than a block away. 


ADDITIONAL: 
Perez has four prior contacts and or arrests from BID Officers. 
Juarez has no prior arrest from this office and BID Officers. 


Perez advised that they purchased the “Bud-Light” Brand Beer at the 
Liquor Store, located in East Los Angeles. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


LAPD Hollywood Patrol Officer Kemp # 40780 met us at the BID office and 
verified Perez and Jjuarez’s identification, via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law 
Enforcement Telecommunication) on their on board computer. Perez (RFC 
#85276) and Juarez (RFC #D47386) were issued a “Release From Custody” 
citation for the listed charge and were both ordered to appear at the 
Metropolitan Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 
06/12/2014, at 0830 Hours with the approval of the Watch Commander LT. 
Debell.
